Why not If blessed 
with national succoea at all, the Do, 
minion must become one of the first, 
if not not the first, maritime powers In 
tbe world. It ranks tiiird already 1 
What could possibly- conduce more to 
commercial and maritime success than 
ttio ^^'.'NKeriiiOQ o/' a free pert on esch oi 
the great oceans? With a railway 
which is to become tbe ^ligbway of na- 
tions, would it not be oor true policy to 
throw wide open the gateway at either 
end, and invito tho ships of all nations 
to enter, freo as tho wind that fills their 
canvas? If there bo no constitationul 
difficulty in tho way, and if a free port 
would conduce. 10 the conimoroial ovd 
maritime prosperity of tho Dominion in 

vjh-c shrsnld wp. nnt havo it ? It hab 
been -.veil remarked that it takei all 
hurta ui men to make a coaaianitj; 
thus we find even in this small oommui 
uiiy persons who raise all sorts of ob- 
jectione to a free pore, Firat, they 
deny that it would bo deBirable, They 
ony'it, would deprive the farmers aud 
other clasfes of protection. Aud whoa 
^ii~.;y^J.<u"vx .t.b nf . nnHition^by being com- 
pelled to admit that, under "Oonfedera- 
tion, tbe Canadian Tariff and a Eeci- 
procity Treaty will render such protec- 
tion iuipoBsible, they then doggedly 
asBert that tho principle of a_f»ce port ia 
uncouslitntional ; and if it is not un- 
constitutional it is wholly impracticable 
We degy that it ie unconstitutional ;
